SPECIAL ATTENTION. 


The Auditors desire to call the attention of the people of 
the Town to Chapter 39, sections 6, 7 and 8 of the Gen- 
eral Laws, as follows: 


Sec. 6. No person shall speak in any meeting without leave of 
the Moderator, nor when any person is orderly speaking; and all 
persons shall be silent at the desire of the Moderator, on pain of for- 
feiting one dollar for each offense, for the use of the town. 

See. 7. If any person shall conduct in a disorderly manner, and, 
after notice from the Moderator, persist therein, or shall in any way 
disturb the meeting, or willfully violate any rule of proceeding, the 
Moderator may command any constable or any legal voter of the 
town to remove such disorderly person from the meeting, and detain 
him until the business is finished. 

Sec. 8. Every constable shall obey the orders and commands of 
the Moderator for the preservation of order, and may command such 
assistance as is necessary; and if any constable neglect to perform 
any of the duties imposed by this or the preceeding chapter, he shall 
forfeit forty dollars, for the use of the Town. 


And recommend that such rules be adopted by the Moder- 
ator, or by the town, as is authorized by Sec. 3 of the 
same Chapter for the government and regulation of Town 


meetings.

To the Selectmen and other Citizens of the Town :— 
I have, in the language of Paul, ‘‘ many things to write” 
relating to the value and welfare of schools under my charge. 


I do not write all that I would, because I am convinced. | 


that should I attempt to do the necessities of the schools 
justice, time would fail me and your patience would be 
wholly exhausted before I had finished. I: regret to say 
that I have not found your personal interest in the schools 
all that I think it ought to be, and on account of this lack 
of interest you have credited to profit and loss a propor- 
tionate part of value expended. 

In any matter affecting the schools, what more deplor- 
‘able state of affairs can be conceived than to see parents 
sitting in sack-cloth, as it were, while school officers are 
powerless through a desire of self justification or lack of 
personal interest to vindicate the rights of pupils, and to 
establish their supremacy among pert and usurping youth. 
Oh the times! ‘‘ In Germany, when it becomes evident that 
a change is required in some matter affecting the schools, 
it is customary to appoint local commissioners, consisting 
of parents and school officers, who are authorized. to inves- 
tigate the case and report their observation and offer their 
advice.” Is not something of this kind needed among us 
now, as a means of rousing the people to a sense of their 
duty in employing teachers for the education of their 
children? ‘Horace Mann said, ‘‘ He is not worthy to have

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Let us consider these utterances and reflect upon our 
duties. I would suggest that a larger amount of money 
be raised for thé support of schools another year. The 
town debt will no longer be in the way of much needed 
assistance to youth in the pursuit of knowledge. I hope 
and trust no person will stand in the way. 

I am disappointed somewhat in the progress made during 
the year. Certain causes apparently unavoidable tended to 
detract somewhat from the general good tone with which 
the school year opened. It has been decided that your 
committee has no right or authority whatever in the schools 
of Districts Nos. 1 and 17. I therefore have nothing wise 


or otherwise to say in regard to them. I here apologize for 


having intruded in my said capacity. The pecuniary 
loss to the town by these proceedings annually is about 
thirty-five dollars. | : 

The school in District No. 2 has maintained the high

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District No. 11 has practically united itself with an ad- 
joining District in Bath, and with No. 5. | The effect of 
this union has been marked by all the good results that 
were anticipated. Longer terms of school, a better and 
more regular attendance of pupils, a higher standard of 
scholarship, more interest among parents and guardians are 
among the results already accomplished. 

District No. 13, having more than 100 children of school 
age within its limits, has organized itself into a High School 
District, electing a Board of Education, and will hereafter 
take entire charge of its own school affairs. The debt in 
this District is now extinguished, and a sufficient amount of 
money was voted at the meeting just held, to finish an addi- 
tional room with $350.00 for school purposes, in addition 
to the amount to be derived through town taxation. 

I am aware of no other special action of the Districts 
‘under my supervision, in reference to their District affairs. 
In this connection, I again recommend farther consolidation 
of Districts. 3 

The two Districts North and South of North Haverhill, 
should be united thereto, and a Graded School there estab-. 
lished. An organization may there be affected with a 
Board of Education in charge, expense saved, and better 
schools, and a wiser and more direct expenditure of the 
public fund ensured. Almost all of the school-rooms 
require a renewal of their blackboards, most of them now 
being unfit for use. The average attendance of pupils is 
nearly 15 per cent. of increase from last year. The 
number of visits by parents and guardians has nearly - 
doubled. The schools in this division have enjoyed espe- 
cially good instruction. Most of the Teachers, have been 
experienced, and no cases calling for disciplme upon my 
part have arisen. The care and wisdom shown by Pruden- 
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tial Committees in the selection of instructors, I heartily 
commend. The school in District No. 4 being still in 
session, and no register filed, is not reported. 

The policy of the State Normal School appears to be 
undergoing a commendable change. ‘Their school year is 
now divided into three terms, leaving pupils there at liberty 
to teach during the Summer months, and I am informed 
that the rules of the Institution will be modified upon appli- 
cation, to admit of self-boarding outside the Boarding 
House. With these steps in the right direction, I have no 
doubt but that the Trustees will at an early day further 
recognize that the purpose of the Institution is the special 
drill of our common school teachers for our country schools ; 
not of graduates of Academies and Colleges for the Graded 
Schools of large towns and cities, and will as a legitimate 
result, no longer have. halls furnished only with empty 
benches. 

In. conclusion, I deem it my duty to commend to the 
favorable consideration of the citizens of the Town, the

Located in our midst, with a long history, it should be 
one of the distinguishing features of the Town to-day, and it 
should be the center of our school system. A liberal patron- 
age will do vastly more to correct any faults of management 
that may be imagined, than any other remedy. Our 
children can be better educated, more safely nurtured in an 
Institution within our own limits and within reach of our 
criticism, than abroad. ‘The youth, the parent, the instruc- 
tor can have a more closely cemented interest by virtue of 
their very intimacy of location. A generous and manly 
correction, and wise and watchful supervision, and at the 
same time a liberal regard for the opinions of others, exer- 
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cised by trustees, teachers and patrons, will make the 
Institution a pride to us all, an attraction to those outside 
our borders, and a constant source of countless wealth of 
intellect to our children. 

The Town, within whose borders it was at one time pro- 
posed to locate Dartmouth College, and whose history is 
illuminated by the lives of so many of her sons and 
daughters in past generations, cannot afford to allow her 
standard to be lowered before the eyes of the boys and girls 
of the to-day. Better, higher education means less pauper- 
ism, less crime, a nobler manhood, a sweeter, purer 
womanhood.
